Chicago, July 1—£e'n W. Hooper, 


chairman of the Labor Board, who 
was credited with having taken the 
leadership in averting a threatened 
railway strike last October, Thursday 


1 night issued 
a statement declaring 


I that "it is evident to 
every student 


of the situation that the 
railway 


labor 
organizations 
have no just 


cause for serious complaint at the 
treatment they have received at the 
hands of the Federal wage tribu- 
nals during the war period and 
since." 


The statement follows: 
"The people of the United .States 


are sick, and tir.ed, of having railway 
transportation and traffic periodical- 
ly interrupted by controversies be- 
tween railway managements 
and 


employes. It was this feeling which 
moved Congress to enact the trans- 
portation act of 1920. 


"The right to strike and tie up 


private business is quite a different 
thing from any supposed right 
to 


choke .and obstruct the flow of in- 
terstate commerce in this vast con- 
tinental .nation. 
Railway transpor- 


tation is not a private business. It 
is essential to the very existence of 
our republic and 
to the individual 


well being of every citizen. 


"I do not hesitate to make the 


prediction that 
never 
agajn 
will 


there be a successful railroad strike 
of any considerable proportions 
of 


importance in this country- The peo- 
ple will not stand for it. 


"There must be peace on the rail- 


roads. 
This cannot be obtained by 


leaving the carriers free to impose 
unjust conditions upon the employes, 
or by permitting the employes by 
organizations, however powerful, 
to 


impose unfair conditions upon the 
carriers 
and 
unbearable burdens 


upon the public. 


"Any tribunal having a jurisdic- 


tion similar to that of the Railroad 
Labor board will make mistakes, but 
the fact that somebody criticises the 
action of the 
board does not even 


raise 
a, presumtion that a mistake 


has been made. In 
these strenu- 


ously contested disputes before this 
board, somebody is always dissatis- 
f/ed with the results.

"The Able men representing 
the 


employes put their whole souls into 
their contentions and the questions 
they handle are of momentous hu- 
jman import. 
They are doubtless 


often harassed by the apprehensions, 
as are aW public servants, that their 
constituents may not fully

WIDOW TELLS OF THE TRIP 


Have Difficult Time Locating Body. 


Officials Gave No Assistance. Jacobs 
Was Shot to Death. 


The body of Raymond C. C. Jacobs, 


York, who was killed in the Lester 
strip mine massacre at Herrin, 111., 
last week, has arrived in York. The 
remains were accompanied by William 
Jacobs, brother of the dead man, and 
his widow, who was formerally Miss 
Mabel Kauffrnan, East Berlin. 


The funeral will be held at 
the 


home of the dead man's mother at 
9:30 o'clock Sunday morning with the 
Rev. J. A. Long, pastor of the First 
Church of the Brethren, York, officiat- 
ing. Concluding services will be held 
'at Mummert's Meeting House, East 
Berlin, where the body "will be inter- 
red. Mr. Jacobs was a brother of 
Archie Jacobs, Gettysburg. 


Trouble to Find Body 


An account of thV difficulties sur- 


mounted in locating the body- of Ray- 
mond Jacobs in the common grave dug 
for the sixteen victims, nine of whom 
were unidentified up to last Sunday, 
was told by the brother who made the 
trip to Herrin. 


Mr. Jacobs and Mrs. Mabel Jacobs, 


widow of the dead man, after having 
dispatched several telegrams to May- 
or Lewis, of Marion, 111., county seat 
of Williamson county, where Herrin is 
located, and receiving no reply, left 
Saturday morning for the scene of 
the fight, to find something definite 
concerning the brother and husband. 


Feeling of Populace 


At Altmont and Marion, where the 


Yorkers stopped over to make train 
connections, they were approached by 
strangers, who seemed to take great 
interest 
in informing them of 
the 


tragedy. No attempt was made to 
conceal the most gruesome details, and 
no efforts were made to hide personal 
opinions. The general feeling of the 
populace reflected in the statement ac- 
credited to one Williamson county of- 
ficial to the effect that "We can't stand 
for such stuff, having strike breakers 
come out here and steal the 
bread 


from the miners' mouths." 


Snubbed by Officials 


Arriving in Marion, about nine miles 


from Herrin, Sunday evening, Mr. Ja- 
cobs made inquiry of the .coroner and 
sheriff' concerning hi* brother. He 
asked the coroner to Accompany him 
to the mining town the following day, 
but the coroner put him off with the 
reply: "I must pull weeds from my 
garden and can't'go." The sheriff, 
who at the time of the fighting, saw 
no need for federal or state troops to 
be brought to the scene, also refused 
to accompany Mr. Jacobs, but advised 
him to hunt a deputy who lived 
in 


Herrin. 


On Monday the brother and Mm. 


Jacobs went to Herrin and located the 


j undertaker's establishment where the 
.bodies were prepared for burial. Sev- 
eral men in the establishment confirm- 
ed the fears that the man sought, waa 
dead, when they declared they re- 
membered "working on" a man who 
'closely resembled Mr. Jacobs, 


Learn .Story of His Death 


At the hdspital where most of the 


wounded miners were taken, the York 
people found a man, who, even though 
j Raymond Jacobs had been in Herrin 
only three days before the battle re- 
sulting in his death occurred, had 
chummed with". When be was asked 
concerning the steam shovel operator 
he failed .to_ remember the name but 
said he wore a blue polkadotted shirt. 
With this information, it was practi- 
cally certain that Jacobs, who was 
foreman of a steam shovel gang, was 
dead. 


Bound to Another When Shot 


An account of how Jaeab_s__met his 


death was given byta man in the hos- 
pital, to whom the Yorker was bound 
on Thursday morning, after the strike- 
breakers had surrendered to the armed 
mob which stormed the mine. In 
marching through the /woods, sur- 
rounded by thousands of; angry men, 
Jacobs fell before gunfire.* His com- 
rade was also badly wounded, but re- 
tained the presence of mindjito "sham 
death. Late in the afternoon a citizen 
of Herrin who was going ove^ the 
woods found the wounded man and. at 
his sidej the body of Jacobs., lay 
stretched on the ground.

The use of lights in taking frogs is 


prohibited.

Fishing license are 
required 
of

penalty for fishing without a license 
is $25. 
Sunday fishing is prohibited.

I. Isaiah's Vision of Glory (vv. 1-4). 
So definite was this vision that the 


prophet remembered the very time of 
Ita occurrence. It meant so much to 
him that he could ever look back to 
it as a day when bis ministry took on 
a new meaning. 


1. He Savfc the Lord on His Throne 


<T. 1). Though the death of Uzclah 
left Judah's throne empty It was made 
clear to the prophet that the, throne 
of God was occupied. The Lord was 
high and lifted up, showing that He 
IB above all kingdoms. This wa* a 
peculiar preparation of Isaiah for his 
work. The one M-ho has really seen 
God can never be the same again ; life 
has a fuller meaning ever afterward. 


2. He Saw the Seraphims Above (w. 


2, 8). Just who these beings are we 
do not know. 
The word signifies 


"fiery," "burning." They were glorious 
beings whose business was to wait 
upon the Lord, to go on errands for 
Him. They had six wings— two for 
flight; two to cover their face, show- 
ing reverence; and two to cover their 
feet, showing humility. These thre» 
pairs show that reverence and hu- 
mility are of equal value before God, 
with activity. 
The song of the sera- 


phims shows that they saw holiness as 
God's supreme attribute. 
The thrice 


"holy" perhaps refers to the Trinity. 
The first choir sang, "Holy, holy, holy," 
and the second choir responded to 
this by saving, "The whole earth Is 
full of His glory." 


3. The Manifestation of Majesty (v. 


4). "The posts of the door moved at 
the voice of him that cried, and the 
house was filled with smoke." The 
smoke, no doubt, signified God's wrath 
against man's sinfulness (see Psalms 
18.8; 74:1). 


II. Isaiah's Conviction of Sin (v. 6). 
The vision of God brought the 


prophet to see himself. It is only In 
the light of God's holiness that we see 
our unholiness. 
When Peter got a 


glimpse of who Christ was he begged 
Him to depart from him, saying, "De- 
part from me ; for I am a sinful man, 
O lord" (Luke 5:8). The prophet not 
only realized that he was a sinner, 
but that the nation was a nation of 
sinners. What the world needs today 
above all things is a vision of God. 


III. Isaiah's 
Cleansing From 8ln 


(vv. 6, 7). 


The taking of the coal from the altar 


shows that it was connected with 
sacrifice. Tfte fire that consumed the 
sacrifice was holy fire. When a sin- 
ner gets a vision of God in Christ, the 
Holy Spirit applies the merits of 
Christ's shed blood and cleanses from 
all sin. 


IV. Isaiah's Call (v. 8). 
Immediately following his cleansing 


came the call. Men must be cleansed 
fiom sin before they shall be called 
to God's service. Though God has 
many angelic beings who willingly go 
on errands for Him, yet He has er- 
rands upon which only cleansed hu- 
man beings can go. The only ones 
who can really declare the gospel of 
God's grace are those who have ex- 
perienced its saving power. God it 
asking this same question of men and . 
women. Isaiah readily responded to 
his call by dedicating himself to the 
task. He said, "Here am I ; send me." 


V. Isaiah's Commission (vv. 9-13). 
1. The Sending (vv. 9, 10). He had 


a most discouraging task before him. 
He is assured that the people will 
hear his message, but be unmoved by 
it. They will even increase in blind- 
ness and deafness to the divine warn- 
ings — they will neither be converted 
nor healed. 
Such a hopeless task 


would only be undertaken by one who 
had had a vision of God. 


2. The Eucouaragement (vv. 11-13). 


Facing this discouraging outlook the 
prophet raised the inquirj, "Lord, how 
long?" The Lord in His reply assured 
him that it would not last forever. 
The land would be desolate, the cities 
without inhabitants, and the house* 
without occupants; but as the oak re- 
tains its \ital substunce even long 
after it has been cut down, so from 
Judfth shall a remnant be saved. The 
holy seed is the substance which shall 
constitute the • basis of the kingdom 
which shall come when David'* 
•hall be king.
